Notwithstanding the comparatively 


heavy rair.s cf Saturday, the first to 
moisten many pa'rts of New England 
for weeks, most of the countryside re- 
mains dry. Many towns are still forc- 
ed to rely on meager auxiliary sour- 
ces for their drinking water, p:id- that 
which is thus obtained is generally 
admitted to be much bciur: the stan- 
dard. So true has this been in uome 
places, notably Palmer, that positive 
orders have been issued that it must 
be boiled before islng for drinking 
purposes. 


In several cases thy'lack of water 


has jeopardized the safety cl (.OTTOS 
In case of fire. 


The imposed restriction of the uso 


of municipal-supplied water to abso- 
lutely necessary purposes is 
quite 


general through central and western 
Massachusetts. 
in 
these 
section*, 


and in the southern parts of Vermont 
and New Hampshire, farmers still 
are obliged to haul water for their 
stock over long distances. 


Vegetation Is quite dried up every- 


where, although the farmers say It 
lias fared well contltioriug the almost 
romplctc lack of any substantial rain 
during July, August, September and 
the present month. Unless a heavy 
rain comes soon to replenish the nat- 
ural sources tho country residents 
face a winter without a convenient 
water supply. 


While the drouth has affected, more 


or less, nearly all the New England 
Etreams, its results have been partic- 
ularly noticablc in ttie remarkably 
low stage of the smaller ones. More 
than a dozen small mills and several 
lurgc-r vlaiitfi have been forced to 
shut down half a day at a time be- 
cause of a lack of sufficient water 
to furnish necessary 
power. 
This 


has brought temporary idleness to 
several thousand 
persons, most 
oi 


whom were affected by the failure 
of the great Merrimac river to per- 
form its normal work for the mills 
of the Amoskeag minufacturing com- 
pany at Manchester. 
The cases of 


prolonged shutdown have been few. 
however.

sources of supply, towns and manu- 
facturing 
corporations 
have 
been 


forced to se;.-k emergency nd auxiii 
nry sources. 
The parched face of 


mother earth has been scarred anew 
by tin- sinking

cr which lies hidden in tlie springs 
beneath its surface-^. 
Tapping re- 


mote sources, additional miles of pipe1 


have been laid to carry the desired 
water to the suffering communitiese. 


The sitution in many places has 


aroused the citizens to an apprecia- 
tion of the possibilities of an emer 
gency greater than the present, anil 
steps iaiready have been begun in 
several towns to

pumping stations and other water se- 
curing devices,

This city has been particularly for- 


tunate in its water supply, and al- 
though the drouth has been very se- 
vere, there has been no shortage of 
water in this city.
